On 12/10/11 I was assigned to the 547 unit. At 1213 hours I responded to the Brookline 
Police department to invest igate__an_a_ssault and batte ry report. Upon my arrival I met the 
complainant, iden tified as fl^^^^^^mMHH||HmHF re P orte( ^ that his son, identified as 
^^^^HHHp was physically and verbally assaulted during a Pee Wee hockey game by an 
adult coach identified as Michael Milbury. 

Pis a sixth grader at the 
plays Pee "Wee hockey f or the Blackhawk s . The Blackh awks are a Pee Wee team from Everett. 
They are sponsored by ^^^^^^^^^^^^^Hf an ^^^^^^H^^BBIBH' The Black Hawks play in an 
inter-mural league that incffles several teamsfromthe Greater Boston area. This league 
is comprised of boys 11-12 years of age. The league is governed by USA Hockey. 

On 12/9/11 the Blackhawks were playing a game against the Ernie Boch Junior Boch Blazers 
at the Jack Kirrane Ice Skating Rink at Larz Anderson Par k in Brookline. The game started 
at 1730 hours, and continued to 1900 hours. According to tKKKKKKNHKt^ ur ^ n( 3 the course 
of the game a player from the Boch Blazers started to "talk trash" at his son, 
The Boch Blazers player could only be identified by his last name,!

father, Michael Milbury was in attendance at the game. Michael Milbury has been identified 
as an assistant coach with the Boch Blazers. 



It was reported by lBlll|g|gj||S|§|||ythat Milbury' s son attempted to start a fight with his 

son ^BjBjjj^ K . a ^ ter '9^^ ^^M anc ^ the y° un 9 er *Bill§9l^ engaged in some "trash talk" during 

the game . m^^^^^^^^j^ stated that he did not want to fight the other player on the 
Boch Blazers. Fighting between players in Pee Wee hockey is against the rules. Players can 
get ejected from the game for fighting. 



At this time ^^^ jpBgS ^aM p-eported that Milbury yelled at his son ^pajjSjjpn the ice and 

began to berate and swear at^^^^^Bf reported that Milbury shouted at 

^^|||§||j(to " Jfi . - oavc my son alone". Milbury was not wearing skates and was assisting 
with the organization of the event from the sidelines. 

After the game there was a shoot out organized at center ice. With goalies in both nets, 
all the players from both teams had the opportunity to shoot on the goalie and try to 
score a goal. The shoot out was a post-game exercise and was separate from the game which 
ended in a 7-5 win for the Boch Blazers . ^|| B described the shoot out as a family event 
where parents and kids could skate together. 




^reported that during the shoot out he w as with his younger children skating 
on the little rink next to the main rink. ^| Si reported that several parents 

info rmed him that Mike Milbury, the Boch Blazers assistant coach, had grabbed his son 

3y the front of his hockey sweater. Jl J^was informed that Milbury had grabbed 
fsweater with both of his hands. ^^j§ ^^ fy urt her stated that he was informed 
that Milbury was shaking his son BMIHV from side to side and back and forth. 4^|MQJpf 
also reported that he was informed that Milbury was swearing at^B ^ yelling at him to

incident, but that he did observe Milbury shaking a little kid out on the lce -4l 
stated that with so many people on the ice, he could not directly observe that it was his 
son A^SP^ho Milbury had grabbed.

the incident at center ice during the shoot out. Bllil!iP^ was skatln g on the "little rink" 
with his two other small children at the time of the alleged incident . ^(||||||J^reported 

that several pa rents, not id entified at this time, approached him after the shoot out to 
inform him that |E ^^S§^M»th^BTacknawk:s player Milbury confronted physically and 
verbally. & reported that he did not confront Milbury about the incident after 

the shoot out was over. reported that several parents were videotaping the game 

and the sh oot ou t event, but he could not identify them or locate any videotape of the 
incident, Bkas advised to attempt to locate any parent who attended the game that 
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may have actuall y witnessed or video taped the incident _on 

■m^^H^Hjjjj^pwas not injured as a result of this incident and did not require any 
medical attention. 



An attempt was made to contact Michael Milbury to advise him of the complaint. Milbury 
could not be contacted by telephone. I will continue to attempt to contact Milbury to 
interview him with regards to this incident. reported that his objective is 

to have Milbury barred by USA Hockey from participating in the youth hockey program 
because of his behavior around the young players . USA Hockey informed H^|HMHB^ that 
he would be required to file a police report on the incident . fltfHHHHB9H| was further 
advised. 



On 12/11/11 I contacted the Needham Police Department and spoke with Officer DeSimone. I 
requested that the Needham P.D. send a police officer to Michael Milburys residence. I 
needed the Needham Police Department to advise Milbury to contact the Brookline P.D. 
Officer M. McDonald of the Needham Police Department notified Milburys wife, identified as 
^HmHUHl^^ that the Brookline P.D. would like to contact her husband. Officer 
McDonald explained the reason to HBUBRHBP^ W ^-^ ' wan ^- ec ^ to 

interview her husband. Officer McDonald reported that ^f////j//f////jff^- n ^ orme< ^ n; "- m that 
her husba nd was presently on a plane, destination Toronto, Ontario, Canada. 
BBJ^^BBreported that she would contact her husband and advise him that the Brookline 
Police department needed to contact him. A criminal complaint requesting a summons has 
been filed with the Brookline District court. 



On 12/11/11 I contacted Daniel Rabinovitz, an attorney representing Michael Milbury. 
Rabinovitz declined to allow the Brookline P.D. to interview his client with regards to 
the incident at the Larz Anderson skating rink on 12/9/11. Rabinovitz stated that Milbury 
denies the allegation and will address the charge of simple assault and battery when 
scheduled to attend Brookline District court.

NARRATIVE 

On 12-10-11 a report was filed with the Brookline Police Dept. regarding an incident 
during a Pee Wee Hockey game, (see report by PO McCue) 

During the subsequent follow up investigation Det O'Leary and Det Lt. Burke spoke with the 
victim and several witnesses. 



On 12-14-11 the above Det ' s drove to the home of 



land interviewed him out 



of the presence of his parents. 



^relayed the following story: 



On 12-9-11 a family night hockey time was scheduled between the Everett Blackhawks and the 
Boch Blazers from Dedham. This ev ent consisted of a scrimmage game, family skate, skills 
competition and refreshments . ^^H^^Ht who is an alternate for the Blackhawks, plays left 
wing. He des cribed the game as nan^ng a lot of trash talking and being chippy on both 
sides . JB(l went on to say that in the second period there was a scuffle in front of the 
net between him and an opposing player ^Sm^P causing the referee to send both players 
off the ice with a warning. The game continued back and forth. At one point the assistant 
coach of the Blazers and the father of the aforementioned child ^HB^ yelled at the 
referee "Are you going to call it. I want him 4HmK off the ice." During the game the 
trash talk and pushing and shoving between the players continued up until the end. 

After the game both teams were served pizza and drinks and there was time on the ice for a 
family skate. After that the skills competition began with a shoot out. The players lined 
up together and individually shot at each of the three goalies. During the second round of 
shots an incident unfolded. ^IBlHIHB^^ told these Det ' s that the younger and 
he exchanged words that led to a physical fight. The fight was broken up by the Coach of 
the Blazers (MMBMHI) and the Assistant Coach of the Blackhawks ^"^HiMH^ * 
After the two were separated, the father of the Boch Blazer, identified as Michael 
Milbury, came running up the ice and grabbed flHBM^VI by the shirt collar. He began to 
shake him back and forth and lifted him up so that HM^p was on his toes. Milbury was 
screaming "What did you^^^^^^Jsay to him. I'm going to ^^^^^Jkill you." At this point 
Coach JBUBTand Coach ^^^jjjp again intervened and Milbury said to ^mpl l' m going 
to Kill you too." At that point everybody was separated. 

'stated that the incident lasted about 30 seconds and that during it he was 
afraid that Coach Milbury was going to hit him. ^fHH^* also wrote out a statement and 
signed it. 

The Det's then went to interview Blackhawks Asst. Coach MBH^B^^pn . taltaMHi confirmed that 
he was involved in the incident and, stated that during the game there was a lot of trash

talking and at one point, he believes in the third period, that there was a face off 
after a goal. At this point Coach Milbury was screaming atlj^^^^^^^^^^BpVou get over 
here, I want to talk to you and your coach right away." ^^piwentonto say that there 
were no other incidents until the shoot out when a fight broke out between two players, 
HMMlMParid Milbury' s .son. and the other teams coach broke it up and separated the 

parties and that's when Milbury, who was acting as the goal judge, came running up the 
ice. Coach Milbury grabbed ffMMav an d began to shake him back and forth. Coach Milbury 
was also screaming at flHHpto "shut the ||g|^up /^and"I ' m going to kill you." At this 

eparated Milbury f rom ^Pillijjand Milbury said to^jH§m^"I 'm 
" As Milbury left the ice he was confronted by the Blackhawks

The Det ' s also interviewed AlHHAk.MBHH conveyed he had sent an e-mail to the Boch 

Blazers organization with concern to the incident. 4ISMHto relayed his observations of 
the incident stating that he was along the boards during the shoot out when he observed a 
scuffle. According to him he heard Coach Milbury yell at the two players involved in the 
scuffle and noted the Boch Blazer player involved in the scuffle skated away. As this was 
happening Coach Milbury went up to the Blackhawk player and grabbed him with both hands 
and began to shake him. W^BMswas too far away to hear what was being said but did 
notice that as Milbury left the ice he was confronted by the head coach of the Blackhawks 
who was not present during the altercation. 

As the Det ' s were speaking with £r Det O'Leary received a phone call from^BWt 

PMHla parent of a Blackhawk Pl a Y er -^jU^ is the parent of the^pjjp§jjjjj| and was standing 
behind the net during the shoot out filming on his phone camera. At this time Coach 
Milbury was standing next to the goal, acting as goal judge and kicking pucks back to 
center ice area. Coach Milbury was not on skates. The kids were all lined up at center ice 
and at one point MlBV stated there was a fight at center ice. ^^|||P^saw Coach Milbury 
run toward the fight and yell at the combatants. When Milbury was about 15-20' away the 
Blazer player skated away. Coach Milbury continued on and grabbed the Blackhawk player and 
began_ li fting, shaking and yelling at him. could not hear what was being said. 

^p|P||§Jpalso stated that during the game there was another verbal incident involving Coach 
Milbu ry. Just prior to one of the face of f s Milbury was screaming that he wanted "this 
kid" Jjf off the ice right now. ^Ihk was able to forwarded the footage of what he 

was filming at the time of the incident, (although it does not show the actual incident, 
it shows Milbury' s proximity to the incident when it started and his initial reaction). 

The last pe rson interviewed was ^[[^^^^^^^Slfek, another parent of a Blackhawk player. 

JBBSKBBIBP who was standing along the boards stated that during the game Coach Milbury was 
yelling and talked to the other coach about what was going on as the referee was not 
making a lot of calls. ^| then said that after the game and the family skate ended 

the players were all lined up for the shoot out event. Both teams were lined up at center 
ice. A fight broke out between a Blackhawk and a Blazer which was quickly broken up. He 
th en saw C oach Milbury run past his own player and continue to the Blackhawk player. 
«m ||' said that Milbury had the Blackhawk player by either the shirt or the helmet 

cage and was shaking him. A coach from each team had broke up the fight. As Milb ury was 
leaving he got into another verbal argument with the Blackhawks head coach, 4B11||||||I§!J^ 
After they separated Milbury left the ice and MMMHi heard Milbury say to his own son 
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Det O'Leary also spoke with the Coach of the Boch Blazers, ^■■■■■^■Wi, who declined to 
be interviewed. One parent of a player on the Boch team has contacted this Dept. and was 
interviewed. She watched the game and noted a few incidents of pushing back and forth 
between the players during the game. It appeared to her that t*he Blackhawk players were 
'•focusing their actions more toward the younger^miU(player) . She thought that Coach 
Milbury showed restraint considering the actions toward his son. After the game she 
assisted with the serving 6f refreshments to the players and did not observe the shoot out 
skills competition during which the interaction between Coach Milbury and Umi^Umf 
occurred She heard from her player son that the Blackhawk made a comment to the 

younger^mm^which precipitated the fight between them. 

Placed into evidence were the statement by ^HHHHH^BjKsome e-mail correspondence 
between the parents and each other, a I 1 1 i in 1 1 1 I i well as an e-mail between 

^H|^^^B and a Boch Blazer representative. The video footage will also be preserved as 
well . 

Based on the above investigation and the fact that Milbury is a 59 year old adult male and 
^HHH^Bis a 12 year old child, the witness interviews in which more than one person heard 
him make threats to kill, the observed physical attack and that Milbury' s actions were 
violent and threatening this Det. is requesting that the charges of Threats to Commit a 
Crime m.g.l 275 s 2 and Disorderly Person m.g.l 272-s 53 be added to the summons of PO 
McCue ' s report .

On Monday December 19, 2011 I was contacted by^H|H^^^HH|HHHMF'h identified himself 

as a parent of a Boch Blazer hockey player. ^HjHH|B^f indicated he had been away on 

business and recently became aware on the on goings involving Mike Mil bury and the 

incident from December 9, 2011 in which it was alleged Mr. Milbury committed an assault 
and battery on a member of the opposing team (Blackhawk 1 s)

^P^^mmm^ relayed he was present at the game and had witnessed the incident involving 

Coach Milbury and the Blackhawk player (^^H^^K^r) He reported observing the following: 

He watched as two players (one from each team) were involved in a scuffle, pushing and 
shoving one another at the center ice area of the rink during the shoot out / skills 
event . 

Coach Milbury ran over to the two players and was the first coach to arrive at the 
scuffle. He heard Coach Milbury yell to the players to break it up and clear out. He noted 
that Coach Milbury' s son was one of the involved players and observed him to skate away as 
Coach Milbury arrived at center ice. He also observed Coach Milbury grab the Blackhawk 
player. He noted that the Blackhawk player would not "disengage" and continued to go after 
the younger Milbury as he skated away. He conveyed Coach Milbury grabbed the Blackhawk 
player to prevent him from getting to the younger Milbury. As he observed it Coach Milbury 
was simply breaking up the fight and holding the Blackhawk player back. He noted that 
other coaches came in to assist about ten seconds later. 

[continued to observe and noted a short time later Coach Milbury and one of 
the Blackhawk 's coaches engaged in a heated verbal argument. He described the other coach 
as being smaller than Coach Milbury with grey hair wearing a baseball hat.
